three m urdered children, between 
eight to nine thousand dollars. 
Relatives Get Estate 
Friend^ of ^ie Playford family 
say t hat M r Playford slew members 
of his family to keep them out of 
i the poor house. T he appraisal shows 
th a t Mrs. Playford held stocks val-_ 
lied at *2 878 16; bonds worth SI ,- 
862 and cash of $1,593.02 
The rem ainder of the estate con­ 
sisted mostly of an automobile a n i 
j jewelry.
